and a light freeze resulted, which 
may do Considerable damage to the 
«rop situation in Hush" county. 


The exaic-t loss and 
extent of 


damage will not be known until a 


' few days, according to Elwood 


lurkwood of Mauzy, in charge 
of 


the government weather 
observa- 


tions, but it is his opinion that many 
of .the crops have beeii stunted in 
some localities of the comity. 


Garden produce probably suffered 


the greatest, he said, ''because of the 
young tender sprouts that -were just 
getting; well under way, and which 
were brought through the earth rap- 
idly by the few days of intense heat 
of last week. 


Friday and 'Saturday were excep- 


tionally hot days with the mercury 
on each day reaching 89 degrees. 
Then Saturday night came the rain, 
wind and1 hail as it turned colder,

With the mercury 4 degrees below 


freezing, and clearing skies, the 
frost did considerable damage, along 
with the freeze. It will take several 
days for the extent of the damage

•—anptrof-bffng severely nipped. 


The corn in some places was nip- 


ped, but this crop will not suffer any 
loss, it is believed, as the corn can 
overcome'the stunt. The wheat also 
•nill prokaibly be blighted if the oats 
lias suffered any, because these two 
crops are affected in about the same 
manner. 


The losation of the fields 
has 


something to do with the extent of 
damage, it was stated. Those in lovr 
lands arc more liable to be affected 
than those on higher ground. 


Fruit trees may have 
suffered 


slightly, while grape vines were al- 
most completely wilted and will pro- 
ibably not withstand the freeze suf- 
ficiently to bear grapes this summer. 
Potatoes, ibeans andi other graden 
crops, unless protected by trees, 
were wilted down during the night, 
and manv flowers also suffered, but 
whether some of these plants wjll 
J>e revived within, the next few days, 
is only a. matter of guess work it 
was stated, and such developments 
•wall have to be watt-lied.
